WEIRD MENACE RETURNS! 
BY WOLF HELIUS 


Among the most quietly heralded 
celebrations this year was the silent return of 
Rudimentary Peni and its protagonist, Nick 
Blinko. In the first years of the 80’s, RP 
released two EPs and an LP (Death Church), 
hardcore records of nightmarish intensity, 
which etched their mark in the minds of 
countless angry youth. Their minutely drawn 
covers filled with deformed subhumans and 
macabre lyrics were a product of the anemic 
mind of singer and guitarist Nick Blinko. 
After a disappearance shrouded in mystery, 
wherein it was rumored that the bassist had 


‘ died, the trio released a second full length 


recordin 1987. The album, Cacophony, was 
conceived around the life and disturbed mind 
of pulp horror writer H.P. Lovecraft. Musi- 
cally, the album went beyond the hardcore 
format (which the band never really fit into 
anya) and stepped into a world darker 
Stull! ee 

After vanishing for 8 years, a new al- 
bum quietly appeared on the shelves, a CD 
entitled “Pope Adrian 37th Psychristiatric”. 
Suffice it to say that I was stoked, BIGtime. 
The CD is.a dark sort of story with minimal 
framework, apparently abouta “Black Pope” 
whoonce lived in Blinko’s village. Though 
this Pope’s legend is a little shrouded in 
mystery, he is said to have translated the 
Necronomicon into Latin, for which he was 
excommunicated. 


More research tells me that the album was 


"e ¥ 


recorded in the mental ward of a state run 
psychiatric hospital, where Nick Blinko was 
confined as he was in a delusional state 
believing that he was the Pope. So rather 
than speculating that this record was the 
product of someone merely crazy, I can say 
with some authority that this record is in fact 
the twisted vision of a man certifiably in- 
sane. Though not as angry as early Rudi- 
mentary Peni, nor as cacgphonous as the last 
album, Pope Adrian 37th is the progeny of 
the same demon seed from which the earlier 
albums are borne, so followers of the band 
will-not be disappointed. As an added bo- 
nus, the package includes a small pamphlet 
full of Nick Blinko’s drawings, hick only 
makes me wish even more so that the album 
was released as a 12" record. 

After my euphoria from the album sub- 
sided (albeit only slightly) I was shocked to 
see that Nick Blinko had written a book, a 
“gothic horror novel”, called The Primal 
Screamer. Written in the old-fashioned style 
of pulp horror writer H.P. Lovecraft, Nick 
Blinko proves himself to have (heaven 
knows) a talent for writing which is of no 
mean proportion. The forward is written by 
Blinko’s psychiatrist, and mentions the 
blurred line between fiction and non fiction 
The story is taken from the journal entries 
from 1979 to 1985 of a psychiatrist named 
Rodney Dweller, chronicling his involve- 


‘ment with a young patient by the name of 


n @ 
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Nat Roxnell, who has just attempted suicide 
before the story begins. Reading further, I 
find that 
Nat’s character closely resembles what little 
I know about Nick Blinko. The tweaked lad 
has been a vegan since age seven, draws 
nightmare scenes much more feast den 
than Heironymous Bosch, and later picks up 
a guitar and forms a band, named after “the 
prehensile genitalia of a fetal human”. A 
twisted tale of experimental psychiatry and 
punk rock. The book offers a unique per- 
spective, written about his self in the third 
person, within the framework of psycho- 
analysis, and it is in this way that the book is 
so well conceived, as this offers the oppor- 
tunity foramuch more critical consideration 
of the Rudimentary Peni phenomenon. 

The book and album complement each 
other very well, each offering clues which 
help de-mystify what ungodly events are 
taking place in the other. As they are both 
recent additions to what was thought to be a 
finished chapter in history, it would be more 
surprising were they not to correlate in some 
way. Both are highly recommended, as are 
all the earlier Budinicntar) Peni recordings, 
available as recent reissues from Outer Hi- 
malayan, or sporadically in the R section of 
Amoeba in Berkeley.

Afterglow records has reis- 
sued the Music Emporium, a superb ae ray 
age. Their approach was sometimes folky, 
sometimes hard-driving with powerful har- 
monies and armageddon-like poetry. Organ 
is heavy, arrangements are complex.and 
tight—normally not my cup of tea, but this 
release delivers fully. In the same vein is the 
Search Party, a Christian psych (yeah that’s 
right!) band who issued an LP about the 
same time—around 10 copies (reportedly) 


were made. egit reissue 1s available. 
Also out of LA came the West Coast Pop Art 
Experimental Band’s first LP on Fifo records. 
While many people know them for their 
Freakout-like material, this first album shows 
them as an early garage band playing “You 
Really got Me”, “Baby Blue”, plus astonish- 
ing early versions of songs appearing on 
their later Reprise albums. Full of echo and 
reverb, both covers and originals, this is 
indeed some of the best WCPAEB laid 
down—and that’s keeping in consideration 
that the later material is incredible too! Origi- 
nals are impossibly rare, so don’t even think 
about trying to find it. But, as with the 
Search Party—bootlegs exist—as demand 
is high and supply (of the original) is low. 
To wrap things up—a Toronto band 
called theBent Wind issued a fuzz driven 


psychedelic album Sussex—which accord- 


ing the liner notes should appeal to the 
“refined listener.” The mix is certainly not 
refined!—but that’s OK since the distortion 
makes up for it by kicking some major ass!

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If you’re a musician and think that your music is not 
marketable because of the limited number of slots 
offered by the big Major labels, why worry? Why not 
put out your own recording whereby you have full 
’ control? No compromises, no loss of artistic integrity. 


You can make your recording sound and look however 
you want. First of all, you must decide what you really 
want to record and how many selections. If you’re 
oriented toward rock played on stations like KDVS, a 
7 inch vinyl record is ideal. Don’t worry if you want to 
make a small number of copies - you can make as few 
as a hundred, and this canbe done for under 400 dollars. 
Write to: United Record Pressing c/o 453 Chestnut 
Street, Nashville, Tennessee 37203. This is the com- 
pany a lot of folks use to make a 7". Your task is to 
design a label you want and come up with a DAT 
(Digital Audio Tape) or analog master tape of the songs 
you want in proper sequence. Since you are doing this 
record yourself, the recording quality is up to you. 
Some people prefer to go into a professional studio and 
have their songs mixed down onto a master DAT. This 
is what you send in. Others make a homemade cassette 
or leadered “reel to reel” analog tape with songs in 
proper sequence and send this in. 


Once you get your records back (they usually come in 

lain white sleeves), a lot of folks make their own 
inserts (at a professional printer or less expensively at 
acopy shop) and put the whole thing in a plastic sleeve. 


A vinyl 7" is ideal for college radio airplay and selling 
at local record stores, gigs, and record swaps like the 
ones KDVS holds. 12" vinyl singles and/or EPs can 
also be made and are available in runs of as few as 300 
if desired. This can be done for under 900 dollars. Since 
both club and radio airplay are stressed with the 12" 
single/EP, graphics aren’t that necessary, thus it saves 
in expenses. If you go into Rap and Hip Hop, 12" vinyl 
is the way to go. 


For any kind of music, cassettes (which have been 
around since 1963) are great because of their portability 
(in cars, in walkman stereos) and are less expensive to 
make. Tape quality is getting better (for example cobalt 
metal tape) whereby some recordings have come very 
close to CD sound. For most folks, a good quality 
analog cassette will do just fine. Cassettes are demo- 
cratic because anyone can afford to make one, and in 
ie humble opinion, will still be around for quite a 
while. Almost everyone has a cassette player, so your 
music is pretty much guaranteed to be heard. You can 
also make a cassette single which makes it easier for a 
radio programmer to cue up a song (especially if the 
same song is on both sides:of the tape.) Also, you can 
buy cassette tapes (ranging from 30 seconds per side to 
one hour) in bulk if you want to run off your own ona 
home dubbing deck. 'To have-cassettes commercially 
made or to buy blanks in bulk, Uni-Sette in Sacramento 
and Disc Makers (in Freemont, CA) are good compa- 
nies. Veith) ise teeta 
With my own debut: self-titled cassette album (“G. 
Whilliker’s Six-String Band”), I found the Digalog 
rocess (whereby the analog running master is replaced 
i a digital so each cassette duplicate is made direct 
from digital) to sound quite close to CD quality. 


Which finally gets to CDs themselves. CDs are the 
most expensive format and are the Raion! standard. 
Even though I recently put out my second album (A 
mini-folk album of nine instrumentals called “Cafe 
Instrumentals”) on CD, Iam still not totally convinced 
that CD is better than tape or especially vinyl. Remem- 
ber, you can always run off a back-up copy of a cassette. 
Both vinyl and tape have a more natural analog sound. 
Also, for those concerned abont getting radio airplay, a 
lot of companies are now offering to make single copy 
(One Discs) CDs for around 75 dollars for the first, 50 
dollars each additional. Also, you can use this One Disc 
CD to run off real clean sounding cassettes. 


For those who want to make a CD and make it inexpen-. 


sively, use restraint when it comes to packaging. Re- 
member, it’s the music that counts first! A simple two- 
iece “promotional” jewel box (one with the well to 
ld the CD built into the second piece) is both more

ecological and less expensive than the standard three- 
piece jewel box. A simple one-page insert (black and 
white) with liner notes on the back will do just fine. 
Again, make the packaging simple. Ironically, the CD 
itself has the same sound quality as the real expensive 
packaged ones. Also, you can run offas few as 300 CDs 
if desired. Companies that offer re-orders usually charge 
less than half the price when you re-order. You can 
save money and cut down on waste as well. 


HOW BLOOPER RECORDS ARE MADE 


In summary, putting out your own recording can be 
both fun and rewarding. By using restraint and careful 
planning, you should be able to put out your music in 
the format that best suits your needs. If you want to get 
your music heard and distributed more widely (who 
doesn’t?), you can use your recording (especially ifit’s 
a CD) to get signed onto a commercial record label. 
Putting out your own DIY recording can be the first 
major step to make your music marketable.
